FIRST DAY. 

Thursday Morning, September lO, 1908 

Devotlonals.— The fifty-third session of the Detroit Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church was opened at 9*30 
o’clock Thursday morning, September 10, 1908, in the First Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, Calumet, Michigan, Bishop John W. Hamil- 
ton, D. D., presiding.

• Public Worship, — A beautiful day, an eager desire to partici- 
pate in the religious joy of the services, and high expectations of 
spiritual showers of blessing — all contributed to swell the crowd that 
gathered at 9 o’clock Sunday morning in the Conference Love- feast 
led by the venerable and honored Seth Reed. 



Old time Methodist fervor and a spiritual unction that comes only 
from the presence of the Holy Spirit characterized the hour. Testi- 
monies rang true, proclaiming rich experiences of grace; and melo- 
dies that thrilled the soul wahed praises upward to the Triune God. 

At 11:30 o’clock Bishop J. W. Hamilton announced his text from 
Judges 3-20, “I Have a Message From God Unto Thee,” and for an 
hour the preacher expounded and enforced these propositions: 

(1) God is in this world. 

(2) Man’s supreme duty is to be God’s messengers, and 

(3) The messenger must be the embodimeut of his message. 
With argument, logic, illustration and reason the Bishop pressed 

home these great truths, to the profit of the immense congregation.

The collection for the superannuated preachers amounted to 
$238.50, the largest in the history of the Conference. Supplemented 
by the collections from the other Methodist Churches in the Copper 
Country which were kindly donated, brought the total offering to 
$289.15.

previously divorced or the innocent party to a divorce for 

" cause of adultery. 

2. That we petition the legislature of Michigan to so 
remodel its laws of marriage and divorce that they may 
be conformed to the law of God, which is also the law of 
greatest health, happiness and honor for menr 

3. That we also request our representatives to provide 
license blanks for the county clerks of Michigan requir- 
ing them to secure information from all applicants for 
permission to contract marriage as to any previous ex- 
perience in the same social relation, showing the death 
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or divorce of former partners, and in case of divorce, the 
date and place of securing same and the cause for which 
it was granted. 

4. That we will appoint a committee of three minis- 
ters and three laymen of the Conference w^hose duty it 
shall be to secure facts related to the matter above re- 
ferred to and publish them throughout the state; who 
shall also endeavor by wise and consistent methods to 
secure the legislation which will remove the stigma 
which now rests upon our public honor through compli- 
city by statute and practice with one of the grossest evils 
of any age.

William Freeman Davis was well born, of good Methodist stock 
in the state of New York, January 7, 1838,' and died suddenly at Gros- 
well, Mich., on the 30th of March, 1908. 

His mother having died when he was quite young, his father, a 
local preacher, then removed to Canada and engaged in business, but 
through losses by fire the family were reduced to straightened cir- 
cumstances, and William, at the tender age of twelve, was thrown 
upon his own responsibility. Yet, as the storms only develop the 
strength of the oak, so the fiber of his soul was strengthened by his 
early struggles. He drove horses on the Erie Canal, worked on a 
farm and became a cabinet maker and painter. 

On his nineteenth. birthday he was married to the daughter of 
Nicholas Williams, of Ontario. This union proved to be a very happy 
one and though for many years prior to her death in 1900, Mrs. Davis 
was an invalid, the faithful husband was most tender in his devotion 
to her. 

While yet in his teens he became a local preacher and temper- 
ance worker in Canada. He was a “good minister of Jesus Christ,” 
an earnest worker, an excellent preacher and a sympathetic and 
faithful pastor. Being of the evangelistic type he was never satisfied 
with his work unless he saw sinners being converted. 

Although Rev. Davis had been engaged so long in the Master’s 
work, yet he was loath to superannuate and when, in 1903, it became 
necessary, on account of physical conditions, that he retire from re- 
gular pastoral labor, he would not superannuate but took a supernu- 
merary relation, and not until 1905 do we find his name in the column 
of superannuates. But for him this did not mean cessation from toil, 
and he was continually about his Father’s business, supplying often 
with great acceptability, the local pastors, for whom he ever cher- 
ished the warmest affection. He was active physically and did not 
anticipate the near approach of death, having recently expressed the 
opinion that he should live ten years longer. But God, who is perfect 
in wisdom and love, took him into a closer relationship with himself 
and into the heavenl}’^ companj' of those whom he loved so dearly -but 
had lost awhile. 

Brother Davis began his work in Detroit Conference at Croswell 
in 1881, and finished it at the same place on the day of his death, 
twenty-seven years later. W. J. Cain, our Croswell pastor, being ab- 
sent, Rev. Davis came to supply the pulpit, \vhich he did very accep- 
tably to the people and evidently with delight to himself, for at the 
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close of the day, according to his custom, he wrote in his diary as fol- 
lows; “Sunday, March 29, bright and muddy. At Will’s (his son in 
Croswell) I went to church and preached from the text, ‘I am come’, 
etc., John 10:10. Good house. Good time. After dinner I was driven 
six miles into the country to afternoon appointment, where I preached 
and held class. Back to Will’s for tea and preached at night to a 
packed house of good listeners. God bless the people and make thy 
word a blessing. Resume of day’s work: five prayers, three sermons, 
one class, twelve mile drive. Amen.”

Mrs. Belle Harris Price was born in Detroit, Michigan, Decem- 
ber 19, 1873, and died in Orion, Michigan, November 30, 1907. 

She was married to Rev. Arthur J. Price on June 29, 1905, and 
settled with an easy grace into the work of the pastorate in Orion. 
Believing that she had entered upon a life of service for which she 
was eminently qualified, her friends looked forward with happy an- 
ticipations of a long and useful career. Educated in the public 
schools of her native city, graduated from the High School and the 
Normal Training School,became a teacher, occupying for five years 
a responsible position in the Franklin school in Detroit. In the dis- 
charge of her duties as teacher she greatly endeared herself not only 
to her pupils but to her associates in the profession. In the home of 
her parents she was a controlling force. The entire family deferred 
to her judgment and were held willing captives to her commanding 
affection.

It was her delight to fit into the niches left vacant by 
the ambition or self-exaltation of others. She did not hesitate to do 
the little, inconspicuous forms of service discarded by those who 
sought more public recognition. Yet she was as highly endowed as 
any for the best places. She possessed a passionate love for young 
people. As a Junior League superintendent she was a marked suc- 
cess. Among the young people she moved as a safe and attractive 
personality. As she lay stilled in death strong young men wept 
honest tears in grateful remembrance of the rare Christian influence 
she had exerted in their lives. It was but natural that such a charac- 
ter should shine in the work of the ministry. Eagerly, yet with a full 
appreciation of the responsibility, she assumed the duties and privi- 
leges that fall to the wife of a Methodist minister. Thoroughly 
qualified and devoted as both were to discharge their mission, an un- 
usually useful and happy pastoral life seemed to open when, \n the 
providence of God, the noble wife slipped the cables of time and was 
wafted to that land of perfect service where her lofty qualities of 
soul find infinite freedom in exercise. Not unattended did she go, 
since there accompanied her a little babe that passed through the 
parsonage home on its way to heaven. 

Her funeral was held in the Haven Church, Detroit, on Tuesday, 
Dec. 3rd, and was attended by a large number of mourning friends. 
The writer conducted the services, assisted by the Rev. Reuben Cros- 
by, pastor of the Church, and the Rev. C. H. Perrin, who bore the 
sjmpathy of the Methodist Preachers* Meeting of the city.

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MRS. JOHN H. McIntosh. 

Melissa M. Cole was born in Hastings county, Ont., Feb. 4, 1833. 
She died in Seattle, Wash.,' March 5, 1908, at the age of 75 years. 

She spent her childhood and early youth on her father’s farm in 
Ontario, and later removed to Shannonville, Canada. March 30, 1855, 
at Meaford, Canada, she was united in marriage with Rev. John H. 
McIntosh. This happy union was unbroken for 53 years lacking but 
a few days.

• Julia Ann Brown was born March 18, 1816, in Onondaga, N. Y. 
Her girlhood and later school days w^ere passed in Jamestown, N. Y., 
where attending a ladies’ boarding school, under the direction of a 
pious Quaker lady, she was prepared for the work of a teacher, which 
profession she followed for three years. In very early life her inter- 
est in things religious became quite marked. Being the youngest of 
eight children of Mr. and Mrs. John Brown, who were Episcopalians, 
she at the age of thirteen, refusing to dance, as did all the rest of the 
family, was called by them, “little saint.” Later her attendance at 
the camp meetings then held on the present Chautauqua Assembly 
grounds did much to inspire her religious zeal.

BENEVOLENCES. 




We, your Committee on the Benevolences, making this first general 
report, submit the following: Our great church stands face to face 
through her thoroughly organized boards with the vast problems of the 
day. The problem of internationalism is met by our board of Foreign 
Missions. That of the assimilation of races is met by our Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension together with the Freedman’s 
Aid and Educational Societies. While we are, through our great, well 
equipped, well located educational institutions, making ready the con- 
secrated men and devoted women of the church for the vast responsi- 
bility of leadership in the movement now on for the solving of those 
world-wide problems. 

In view of these facts we very greatly lament the deficiencies 
that we must report all along the line of our benevolences. We most 
sincerely regret that our Board of Foreign Missions confronts so great 
a deficiency at this time of the world’s need and when the doors of so 
vast opportunity are, of themselves, opening to us. 

That we may meet the crisis at once we recommend that so far as 
possible the special call of the society be given attention in our 
churches. That we may profit by this experience in the future we 
would recommend that more care be taken with the anniversary days 
— that so far as possible each cause be separately presented — that 
every possible means for the education of our people through the tract 
and periodical publications of our church and church-societies be given 
the utmost circulation. And that the District Missionary Organi- 
zation directed by the Discipline be made by all our District Superin- 
tendents within the bounds of their districts. 

We feel that more enthusiastic presentation of the educational 
work of our own Albion College should be made. That our preachers 
take advantage of all the information which the college authorities 
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will gladly furnish and give to this most interesting and important work 
on anniversary day on all our charges, preachingthe required education- 
al sermon and urging at the same time that our people send their 
children to this school, Albion College standing at the fore front of 
the educational work of our country.

Your Committee on Conference Claimants’ Day submits the fol- 
lowing report: 

The year nineteen hundred eight will go down in the history of 
our Church as a year which brings new hope to the fathers in Israel. 
The new system inaugurated by the General Conference insures a 
brighter future for our veterans. We recommend that all the pastors 
of our Conference give careful attention to all information sent them 
by the Secretary of the Board, and assist him in every way to make 
his new plans a success. 
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' We recommend that the first Sunday in November or as near 
thereafter as possible, be observed as Conference Claimants’ Day. 

We nominate O. J. Blackford, W. N. Clark and Hartley Cansfield as 
a committee of three to act as Conference Claimants’ Day Committee, to 
carry on the work as now outlined. That the committee be instructed 
to print and distribute envelopes to aid the pastors in taking the 
collection. That we pledge ourselves to stand loyally by this cause. 



DEACONESS BOARD OF NINE. 

All the Deaconesses under the supervision of this Board are con- 
nected with the Detroit Deaconess Home and with two exceptions, all 
have been employed in Detroit during the year past. Miss Eva Z. 
Hursh spent the year.with our church at Ironwood and Miss Deborah 
Kerfoot was stationed during the last half of the year at Court Street, 
Flint. 

The Home has been under the superintendency of Mrs. Mar- 
garet D. Moors, and the management has been able and eflScient. 
The property at 53 Elizabeth St. West, has been well looked after, is 
in a good state of repair and is valued at $14,000 with an insurance of 
$4,000 which will probably be increased in the near future. The work 
at Tillman Avenue Mission is carried on under Deaconess manage- 
ment and is an important department of our effort to reach the for- 
eign population, but the property is held by the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society and does not appear in this report. 

The work at Fort Street Mission is done in hired rooms under the 
patronage of the City Union of Ep worth Leagues. 

The work at the Russell Street Mission is under the supervision 
of the North Woodward church and will probably grow into a church 
organization before many years. 

These missions have required the services of four Deaconesses, 
the other Deaconesses have been assigned to churches and have la- 
bored under the direction of pastors. 

. The personell of the Deaconess force at the beginning of the year 
was Mrs. Margaret D. Moors, the Misses Kate A. Blackburn, Deborah 
Kerfoot, Alice B. Shirey, Eva Z. Hursh, A. Maude King, Anna D. 
Lovett, Mary L. Winget, Ida J. Mitchell May Beard, Katherine Bow- 
er man, Millicent Corps, Charlotte Longhurst, licensed Deaconesses; 
and Gladys Scribner, Bessie Dancey and Mabel Hardy, probationers. 
Miss Minnie M. Bell was received on trial during the year and is now 
a probationer. Miss Longhurst, nurse-deaconess, has withdrawn 
from the work to enter another field. Millicent Corps, Ida Mitchell, 
and Anna D. Lovett are to be transferred to other conferences. Eva 
Z. Hursh, Katherine Bowerman and Mabel Hardy will be on leave of 
absence the coming year while the following new workers will come 
to take the places made vacant by these changes. Miss Bessie Yon- 
kers, graduate of Deaconess Training School, Miss Way who is to be 
transferred from another Conference, Miss Edna Bacon, who is com- 
ing on trial, and Miss MiHam Lennon as Associate Deaconess who is 
to be employed in the kindergarten department of Tillman Ave. 
Mission. 

Our Deaconesses have been diligent in service during the past 
year. They are devoted, faithful, and daily growing into our city 
work not as an appendage but as a necessity. The church should 
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aim to bring into her plan of benevolent and evangelical activities a 
large number of young women who hear the Master’s call to service, 
and should also make far better provisions for the support of her 
Deaconesses both while in the work and when unable to continue 
going about doing good. The support of oui* Deaconess work comes 
in large part from the churches in Detroit and the Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society of the Conference, although a considerable 
amount comes in yearly from individual subscriptions, and during the 
.past year a bequest Of $871 has come to us which is now on hand as a 
permanent fund. ,

DETROIT CORPORATE CONFERENCE. 

The Annual Corporate Conference held its session in Calumet, 
September 11, 1908, J. E. Jacklin in the chair.

Dear Brethren. — The annual meeting of the Trustees of the 
Detroit Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church was 
held in the City of Detroit, September 4, 1908. No unusual changes 
in the business of the Conference during the past year have occurred. 
Its funds have been invested well and interest has been paid prompt- 
ly. The Treasurer submitted his annual report and statement, which 
were examined by the Auditing Committee and found to be correct. 

The statement shows the total amount now in the hands of the 
Conference, of principle and interest, consisting of mortgages, notes, 
certificates and cash, to be $18,499.04. From this deduct the special 
funds, viz.: the Osborn Fund and interest, $530.40; the G. W. Lowe 
Fund and interest, $520.00; the Forestville Church Fund, $200.00; the 
Francisco Church Fund, $209.30; the Gould City Church Fund, 
$75.00; the I. E. Springer Annuity Fund, $500.00, a total of $2,034.70, 
and the balance of $16,464.34 is the amount of endowments with in- 
terest, September 1, 1908. 
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The amonnt of interest now in hand for disposal is $964.34. The 
Board recommends that $900.00 be turned over to the Superannuated 
Preachers’ Aid Society to be distributed by them according to their 
rules. Also that $20.40, interest from the Osborn Fund, be paid to 
the Church Extension Society, and $20.00, interest from the Lowe 
Fund be paid to the Conference Stewards in accordance with the 
terms of the respective wills. 

The Disciplinary time for holding the funds from the sale of the 
Forestville Church having expired, the Board recommend the Con- 
ference to place said funds in the permanent Endowment Fund. 

The Trustees whose term expire with the present session are

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MORAL REFORM. 

We wish to express our gratitude for the encouragement from the 
successes in the field and the apparent growth of favorable sentiment 
during the past year, for the gladdening gains in every field of reform, 
especially in the field of respect for the law and the curtailment of 
the liquor traffic. We believe that at no time in history has the call 
been more imperative to the church to enter the lists in such combat. 
We are pleased to note the growing spirit of unity among the great 
religious den(»minations and believe the utmost of this will be neces- 
sary before the final triumph will be with us. 

We deem this a proper time, not only to go on record as favoring 
these causes, but also to put forth strenuous and continued effort at 
every opportunity to bring about the utmost gain for the cause of liv- 
ing righteousness. 

In the field of temperance we have but one voice, we are against 
the business from the first diversion of God’s harv(*st gifts out of their 
normal channels to the last ramification of the shameless business in 
local and national politics. Our hearts rejoice at the achievements in 
our own territory since our last meeting and it is a source of pride 
that both ministers and laymen of our church have been playing 
an honorable part in the coufiict and we regret only that our -whole 
constituency to the last unit was not actively identified with this ex- 
pression of a masterful Christianity. 

We wish to recognize in words here and in deeds yonder the work 
of the various organizations that have been at work in the field. The 
local option leagues that in specific localities are bringing terror to 
the enemy and identifying the best of our citizenship in their local re- 
gions; the prohibition party, pioneer in the field and dean of the com- 
pany of the opposition, however small in numbers, it has never desert- 
ed the standard, continues to make its unquestioned contribution to the 
cause and will be in at the final victory. The Anti-Saloon League, 
the splendid organization, equipment and management of which de- 
serves more than our highest commendation and endorsement, and 
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whose plans for the immediate future in our own state demand our 
full alliance and heartiest support; these and every other commend- 
able movement, social, economic or political that count for victory we 
pledge our encouragement and support believing that this is no lime 
for dissensions in the ranks of righteousness, there are none in the 
ranks of the enemy. 

We deplore the fact that in our own legislature as in the houses 
of the national congress legislation of the most vital importance has 
been denied us by a demagogism utterly foreign to the spirit of self 
government and we utter a call to arms among the henchmen of the 
truth to demand at the polls that these be overthrown.

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OLD PEOPLE’S HOME. 



One year ago we were doing business on a small scale in a bor- 
rowed house, waiting for the completion of the permanent Home 
building. The building was complete soon after Conference and our 
family occupied it about the middle of October. A formal and very 
successful service of dedication was held October 31st, and the enter- 
prise was fully launched upon what promises to be a highly useful 
career. At the time of the dedication of the Home nine persons 
were enrolled as resident members. Since that time six others have 
been received, making the present enrollment fifteen (three men and 
twelve women). A change of Superintendency occurred through the 
resignation of Mrs. Reed, made necessary by the state of her h^ealth, 
which compelled her to seek relief from the care of the Home, and 
Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Saunders were secured to take charge of the 
work and are proving efficient and faithful in their service. 



In addition to the thirteen and one-half acres of land given by 
Mr. Glazier as the site of the Home, about four acres adjoining the 
Glazier tract has been given the Association by the Electric Railway 
Company, whose line bounds the south side of our property. A barn 
twenty by thirty feet, with a commodious loft for storage purposes, 
has been built at a cost of about $576.00. A horse and cow have been 
secured; also some poultry,' for whose accommodation a building has 
been erected. Some necessary grading in the approach to the house 
has been done and a cement walk has been laid from the entrance to 
the grounds to the front door of the house. The land has been culti- 
vated and vegetables for the use of the family will be produced 
largely from our own soil. The trees, shrubbery and flowers planted 
last year are doing well and in a few years the grounds will be very 
attractive. 



The naming of rooms in the Home has been upon the basis of 
one thousand dollars or more for the larger rooms, and of $500.00 for 
the smaller. Of the forty rooms in the Home to which names may 
be applied thus, thirty-six have been taken, and four await patrons, 
whom it is hoped will appear in the near future. In this naming of 
rooms money given to the Endowment Fund has been credited the 
same as that paid for building purposes, which plan will be followed 
as long as any rooms remain unnamed. In the matter of furnishing 
rooms, the gift of one hundred dollars for each of the smaller rooms, 
and of one hundred and fifty dollars for each of the larger, secures 
the placing of the donor’s name upon the inner side of the door. 
Le^s than one-third of the rooms have been named on account of fur- 
nishing, and in this matter there is room for a considerable lot of 
persons and societies, who will donate the sums specified for the pur- 
pose named. 



The following is a summarized statement of the finances of the 
Home from the beginning, not including the value of the land nor 
improvements made by Mr. Glazier:

ORGANIZATION. 

This Society was organized Dec. 20, 1861, for a term of thirty 
years; it was reorganized Dec. 20, 1891, for a further term of thirty 
years. 

The reasons for such an organization were lucidly set forth in 
the original “Articles of Association,” and are substantially as follows: 
The duties of a Methodist minister demand the w’hole of his lime and 
cut him off from opportunities of accumulating money and propert}\ 
He is ordinarily inadequately remunerated for his labors, and when 
accident, sickness, or old age compels his retirement, he is usually 
without means of support. By the course of his training and the ab- 
sorbing nature of his life work, he has been unfitted for easy adjust- 
ment to secular affairs and it is next to impossible for him to" get and 
hold a place amid the fierce competitions of bread winners. The 
church having had the benefit of his best energies, and having ex- 
hausted his capacity for active labor, should provide the pecuniary 
relief which the situation demands. 



AIM. 

This society is authorized to raise a fund, not to exceed one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, by means of membership fees, contributions, 
donations, bequests and otherwise, for affording such relief. 

The fund thus created is called “The Endowment Fund” and is 
to be invested, and kept invested perpetually in interest bearing se- 
curities. 

BENEFICIARIES. 

The interest by the investment of the endowment fund is annu- 
ally distributed among the following classes of claimants. 

First. — The members of the Detroit Annual Conference who are 
on the superannuated roll. 

Second. — The widows of deceased members of the Detroit An- 
nual Conference, who were married to their deceased husbands prior 
to superannuation. 

Third. — The minor children of the first and second classes of 
claimants, who are under the age of sixteen. ^ 

EXHORTATION. t- 

To what better purpose can the lovers of our Methodism devote 
their wealth than in permanently providing that the men who minis- 
ter to the spiritual needs of the church shall not lack needed tempor- 
al comforts in the years of decline and disability? The lack of com- 
petent provision for our worn out preachers and their dependent fam- 
ilies has been, and still is, a standing reproach to our church. Who 
will help to roll away the reproach? Let every Methodist Layman, 
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whom the Lord has entrusted in the stewardship of wealth aid us to 
reach the one hundred thousand dollar mark as soon as possible. 
This may seem a large sum of money, but with the largest list of 
claimants of all the conferences, the amount each one receives from 
the interest earnings will be pitiably small compared with what his 
needs call for. 

When you make your will do not forget the name of this society; 
put it in just as it is printed at the head of this article. But it will be 
a wise thing to be your own executor and to help us while you live, 
so that you may enjoy the sunshine your benevolence brings to the 
home of the superannuated preacher. Remember that what goes in- 
to our Endowment Fund will be unwasting; it will go on earning 
dividends for the needy servants of God and the Church long after 
you have passed over to the land where is neither hunger nor thirst.

MRS. JOHN McELDOWNEY. '

I 
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Rules of Order 






Adopted in 1809, Modified in 1875, and Adopted at Esich 
Session Since. 

1. The Conference shall meet at 8V^ o’clock A. M., and adjourn at 12 M., but 
may alter the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Confer- 
ence stood adjourned. The first half hour of the session shall be devoted to relig- 
ious services, and thereafter the journals of the preceding day shall be read and 
approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of*order, subject to an appeal to the 
Conference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all Committees, not otherwise specially ordered by the 
Conference, but any member may decline serving on more than one Committee at 
the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Secretary, or 
stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any 
motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before action or 
amendment. 

7. No hew motion or resolution shall be made before the one under considera- 
tion has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of 
the following should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they are placed, viz. : Indefinite postponement, lying on the table, refer- 
ence to a Committee, postponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to 
call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities or disre- 
spectful language ; but any member may call the attention of the President to the 
subject when he deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain 
when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the 
Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the 
President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any person 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for 
any member who voted with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the 
bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except by 
leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be wdthin the bar at the time the question is put 
shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for/special reasons, excuses him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conference, and, 
when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He shall 
take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve them 
with care; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of Con- 
ference, except with the consent of the Conference; and shall forward the journal 
and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided with- 
out debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference 
until he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, 
ten days in advance, if practicable, so that the accused may have an opportunity for 
defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s character, it^ 
shall be his duty to hand the name of the person against whom objections are to be 
made to the President of the Conference. 

20. Two-thirds of the members present, and voting, may order the previous 
question on a pending motion.

Regulations. 



1. The Conference has requested the District Superintendents to present 
the names, as candidates for admission on trial in the Conference, of such per- 
sons only as have attained the equivalent of a twelve-grade high school edu- 
cation, and are under thirty years of age. But time previously spent either 
in supply work or in one of our schools in preparation for the ministry, 
shall be allowed in credit. 

2. Each candidate for admission on trial shall obtain from his District 
Superintendents, before being admitted to examination, a written statement 
that said Presiding Elder intends to present his name to the Conference. 

3. Each candidate for admission on trial, and for admission Into full 
membership, must present himself to the Committee on Ministerial Equip- 
ment during the first and second days of the Conference session. 

4. Each* candidate for admission on trial, for admission into full 
membership or for ordination as local deacons or local elders, must appear 
before the Committee on Ministerial Equipment during the first days of 
the Conference session, which committee shall examine the candidate as to 
his personal attitude to the doctrines and discipline of the Church. 

5. The examination of candidates for admission on trial and for or- 
dination as local deacons and local elders will be held at the seat of the 
Annual Conference the day before the opening session. If desired, the 
examinations for the above purposes can be taken at the mid-year exam- 
inations. as indicated in the schedule. According to the ruling of the 
Bishop no person can be received on trial, nor elected to Deacons or Elders 
orders while conditioned in any study. 

6. A properly authenticated certificate showing that a candidate has 
already pursued and passed a satisfactory examination in a prescribed 
study as a regular attendant on the class room instruction, in any of our 
regular Theological Seminaries, Universities and Colleges approved by our 
University Senate, will be received in lieu of conference examination. 
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7. Similar certificates will also be accepted in all studies not biblical 
or theolosrical from other than Methodist Schools, if of equal g’rade with 
those approved by our University Senate. The examiner in each particu- 
lar case must satisfy himself as to whether thd work done is a fair equiv- 
alent or not. 

8. A certificate of graduation from one of our regular Theological 
Seminaries will be accepted in place of an examination in all the biblical 
and theological studies. Also a certificate of graduation from one of our 
regular colleges will be accepted in place of an examination in all literary 
studies of the various courses. 

9. A certificate of admission to any high school or academy of good 
standing will be accepted in place of an examination in “Elementary Eng- 
lish.” A certificate of graduation from any such school will be accepted 
in place of an examination for “English Branches.” 

10. Certificates presented for credit should show the amount of time 
given to the subject, text books used, and the year in which the work was 
done. 

11. There will be two mid-year examinations during the year. The 
first will be held at 9 a m. on the last Tuesday in April, and the second 
on the first Tuesday in August, at such places as may be determined by 
the Chairman of the Board. The places to be duly announced in thp 
“Michigan Christian Advocate” at least two weeks before the time of Ex- 
amination in each case. 

13. All candidates are required to appear at the mid-year examina- 
tions, writing upon the subjects as prescribed in the above plan, or furnish 
satisfactory excuse to the Chairman. 

13. Each candidate expecting to take any examination ’at Conference 
time must notify the Chairman of his intention not later than August 15. 

14. Each candidate shall file with the Registrar on the Tuesday pre- 
ceding the opening of the Annual Conference a written statement that he 
has read all the books “To be read.” No substitutes for books to be read 
will be acceptad. This rule applies also tO’ candidates for local deacon’s 
ordeis. 

15. Sermons and essays may be sent to the Registrar at any time 
providing sufllcient postage is enclosed to allow the Registrar to forward 
same to the proper Examiner, otherwise they may be handed in at the mid- 
year examinations. They should be handed in as early in the year as 
possible. This rule applies also to candidates for local deacons orders. 
All sermons, essays and papers, also certificates, will be returned to the 
annual Conference where the candidate can secure them. 

16. Sermons, essays and examination papers shall not be signed, but 
the name of the candidate shall be written on a separate sheet and at- 
tached to each of his papers. The Registrar shall forward all papers to 
the proper Examiner without the candidate’s name, but accompanied by 
the number corresponding to the number of the candidate’s name on the 
registrar’s roll. For sermons, essays examination papei*s, and fees a re- 
ceipt shall be given the candidate 

17. By order of the Conference each candidate is required to pay 
annually, at his first examination, a fee of one dollar. Unless the fee is 
paid no papers of the candidate can be forwarded by the Registrar to the 
several examiners. 

18. Each examiner shall prepare and send to the chairman at least 
one month before the time of the examination a list of at least ten ques- 
tions on each subject assigned him. Each examiner is expected to furnish 
such information and suggestion concerning the books or subjects assigned 
him as will be most helpful to the students pursuing the course of study 
and preparing for the examinations. Students are invited to consult per- 
sonally or by letter with the examiners concerning any difficulties con- 
nected with their work. The examiner shall grade and mark the papers, 
essays and sermons on a scale of 100, and the candidate must attain a 
standing of 70 in order to pass. After an examiner has marked and deliv- 
ered a paper to the Registrar he shall have no authority to change the 
marking without the consent of the Board. 

19. All examinations shall take place in the presence of a member of 
the Board or of a Supervisor appointed by the Chairman, who shall collect 
the fees, papers, sermons and essays, receipting for same, and shall for- 
ward them immediately to the Registrar. 

20. At the several examinations the subjects will be taken up in the 
order in which they appear in this schedule. After a class has written 
upon a set of questions, no absentee shall be permitted to write upon the 
same set without consent of the Board, or pf the conducting examiner or 
supervisor. The candidate shall be required’to finish writing on one study 
before receiving questions on another. Candidates can write at the mid- 
year examinations only on the studies as prescribed in the above schedule.
